All wild birds in Missouri are 
protected, except certain pestiferous 
ones that are named, and game birds 
during open seasons, but there is 
an inconsistency in the law, In that 
in another clause it provides a 
bounty for eagles. Deputy Game 
Warden BRarmeter of St. Louts holds, 
however, that the eagle is protected, 
The fact that it is caught raiding 
a farmer's yard does not remove its 
exemption, he says.

Comedies in 
New York 


NEW YORK, Dee. 8. 

ONE other than that actor of 

diverse endeavors, Arnold Daly, 
and the strangely submerged but al- 
ways competent Blanche Yurka were 
the guest stars Monday night at the 
Theater Guild’s second production of 
the season.

York. 

It is, rather, a very good English 
translation of ‘La Souriante Ma- 
dame Beaudet,’’ the play by Denys 
Amiel and Andre Obey, which, when 
it was first produced in Paris last 
spring, did much to stimulate inter- 
est in the independent theater move- 
ment in the French capital. 

This play, which begins by holding 
a gristy interest for its audience, 
turns a quick somersault almost at 
its final word and ends amazingly in 
the vein of ironic comedy. It is 
called on the program a tragi-com- 
edy, which is a wholly misleading 
description of it. The fact that it is 
a trick play and, in effect,a hoax on 
its audience, is not a bit in its disfa- 
vor. It is an ingenious and clever 
scrap of drama which first agitates, 
then irritates and finally, perhaps, 
even soothes you.
